The  College  Alumni  Association  has  this  year  done  more  for  its  Alma  Mater 
than  ever  before  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  Following  the  period  of  the 
war.  Lake  Forest  as  many  other  colleges  was  suffering  from  the  conditions  that 
existed  during  those  four  years.  It  was  necessary  to  imbue  the  institution  with 
riew  life  and  vigor.  This  it  was  the  privilege  of  the  alumni  to  do.  Organizing 
along  the  general  line  of  the  Yale  Alumni  Organization  they  started  a  campaign 
for  funds  and  for  interest.  Weekly  meetings  in  Chicago  developed  committees 
and  methods  of  procedure  until  very  early  in  the  year  there  was,  as  a  result  of 
their  activity,  a  new  president  appointed.  It  so  happened  that  the  president  was 
an  alumnus  of  the  institution — the  first  alumni  president  in  the  history  of  the 
college.  Coincident  with  his  appointment  the  campaign  for  the  Loyalty  Fund 
was  launched,  and  three  months  before  the  allotted  time  the  full  amount  was 
pledged.  Immediately  upon  its  completion,  at  such  an  early  date,  the  amount  was 
raised,  and  at  the  time  of  press  that  new  amount  is  within  a  few  hundred  dollars 
of  completion.  The  alumni  who  have  contributed  to  the  fund  become  auto- 
matically by  that  contribution  members  of  the  Alumni  Fund  x'Vssociation,  which 
is  incorporated  under  the  trust  laws  of  Illinois.  It  is  planned  to  have  a  general 
scheme  of  yearly  donation  among  the  alumni — a  scheme  which  will  arouse 
enthusiasm  and  interest,  for  it  is  only  by  investing  that  the  proper  sort  of  interest 
can  be  elicited  in  the  disposition  of  the  investment. 

In  addition  to  other  activities  of  the  alumni  there  has  been  established  at 
the  college  an  Alumni  Office  where  all  alumni  records  are  kept  and  where  all 
correspondence  relating  to  alumni  reunions  and  campaigns  is  carried  on.  As 
never  before  the  alumni  are  concerned  in  shaping  the  life  and  policies  of  the 
institution :  as  never  before  they  have  been  brought  together  in  a  common  purpose, 
and  they  feel  that  the  direct  success  of  the  college  as  an  educational  institution 
will  very  largely  be  their  burden,  and  the  result  of  their  interest  and  efifectiveness.

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Senior  Editorial 

The  fi'tility  of  trying  to  write  a  senior  editorial  in  any  but  trite  or  hackneyed 
language  comes  "horre  mere  forcibly  after  every  fresh  trial.  We  can  express  in 
this  editorial  none  but  the  conventional  sentiments  expressed  in  every  senior 
editorial.  The  cla?s  of  ic2i  is  no  better  than  any  other  class  of  Lake  Forest 
College,  perhaps  never  will  attain  the  standard  set  by  some,  although  to  us  it 
means  more.  What  Lake  Forest  College  has  done  for  us  is  as  yet  largely  unde- 
termined and  never  will  be  fully  determined.  That  we,  the  class  of  1921,  feel 
any  more  the  responsibilities  placed  upon  us,  the  debt  that  we  owe  to  our  faculty, 
the  fitness  of  our  preparation  at  Lake  Forest,  for  life  and  its  exigencies  than  did 
our  predecessors  would  be  to  utter  a  falsehood.  We  have  no  broader  an  out- 
look than  did  they  and  our  only  excuse  for  occupying  this  place  is  that  we  are 
present,  they  past. 


Four  years  ago,  we  seemed  an  almost  insignificant  part  in  the  life  of  the 
college,  but  now  we  stand  foremost  in  the  attention  of  Lake  Forest  College  and 
its  friends.  The  all  too  short  span  of  four  years  has  been  successfully  bridged 
and  we  feel  confident  of  an  ability  to  acquit  ourselves  to  the  honor  of  our  Alma 
Mater. 


Life  has  been  pleasant  at  Lake  Forest:  it  has  been  profitable:  we  have  been 
happy  with  our  friendships,  but  we  shall  not  be  bowed  down  with  sorrow  to  leave.

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Review  of  Football  Season 
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A  week  before  school  opened  Coach  Derby  called  for  football  candidates. 
A  squad  of  thirty  responded.  Of  this  number  there  were  only  two  letter  men 
of  last  year's  team.  This  material  the  coach  started  whipping  into  shape  for  the 
first  game,  which  was  on  October  2nd.  It  was  a  difficult  task  to  build  a  team 
that  could  show  up  to  the  best  of  advantage  by  using  men  who  had  never  played 
college  football  before.  The  team  had  to  be  changed  from  time  to  time  as  men 
were  injured,  and  others  reported  for  practice. 

The  backfield  consisted  of  Freshmen,  who  soon  learned  the  Lake  Forest 
fight  and  could  be  depended  upon  to  put  everything  into  the  game  from  start  to 

finish.     When  on  the  offense,  they  persistently  used  open  field  methods  which  at 
all  times  netted  gains.    They  could  also  hit  the  line  when  it  was  necessary. 

The  line  found  itself  outweighed  ten  to  twenty  pounds  per  man  in  every 
game,  but  their  work  on  defense,  as  well  as  ofiiense,  was  very  commendable.  The 
opponents  found  it  hard  to  find  a  hole  from  tackle  to  tackle,  and  they  encountered 
the  same  kind  of  opposition  when  they  started  around  the  ends.  The  tackles 
and  the  center  were  a  power  in  breaking  up  the  opponents  ofiiense. 

Building  for  the  future,  the  coach  whipped  a  squad  into  shape  composed 
mainly  of  Freshmen.  Against  three  defeats  can  be  balanced  the  improvement  in 
the  team  play  over  that  of  the  previous  fall,  and  the  excellent  showing  made 
against  some  of  the  strongest  teams  in  this  section  of  the  country.  The  highest 
number  of  points  to  be  scored  against  the  team  in  any  game  was  fourteen.  The 
speedy  backfield  and  the  fighting  line,  plus  a  never  failing  spirit  of  co-operation 
made  it  possible  to  put  a  team  into  the  field  that  did  credit  to  Lake  Forest  on 
every  gridiron. 
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THE  ANNUAL  BANQUET 

The  second  annual  football  banquet  was  held  at  the  L'niversity  Club,  Decem- 
ber i8,  1920.  The  members  of  the  squad  were  guests  of  the  Alumni.  Various 
speeches  were  made  and  fifteen  sweaters  were  awarded  to  the  members  of  the 
team  in  appreciation  of  the  hard  work  and  the  good  spirit  shown  throughout  the 
season. 

The  members  of  the  team  enjoyed  the  banquet  and  wish  to  thank  heartily 
the  Alumni  for  the  splendid  support  they  gave  the  team  during  the  season. 


CAPTAIN  RUSSELL 

"Pete"  had  the  old  pep  this  year.  He 
was  always  pushing  his  men  from  the 
first  whistle  until  the  last  one.  This  is 
his  third  year  on  the  team,  with  still  one 
more  to  go.  Pete  has  been  elected  to 
lead  the  team  again  next  year.  With  the 
same  fight  he  should  be  able  to  do  won- 
ders in  the  coming  season.

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1920-21  Basketball  Season 

The  basketball  season  opened  with  exceptionally  bright  prospects  for  a  win- 
ning team.  Four  of  last  ^-ear's  team  were  back ;  Captain  Eddy,  Sumner,  ]\Iaples- 
den  and  Russell — the  rest  were  men  not  accustomed  to  the  long  passing  style  of 
game  taught  by  Coach  Derby.  The  first  hard  work  of  the  season  consisted  of 
practice  games  to  get  the  team  working  together.  About  the  middle  of  the  sea- 
son the  squad  was  shown  a  three-man  pass  to  work  in  case  the  long  passes  were 
blocked.  The  new  system  was  played  along  with  the  old  and  made  a  faster  and 
surer  way  of  working  the  ball  down  the  floor  possible.  On  large  floors  the 
defense  was  somewhat  weakened,  as  the  men  could  not  cover  up  fast  enough ; 
although  in  the  majority  of  the  games  the  guarding  was  very  good.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  second  semester  the  team  had  to  be  changed  somewhat  on 
account  of  the  ineligibility  of  several  men.  It  was  weakened  toward  the  end 
of  the  season,  when  another  "jinks" — the  illness  of  Captain  Eddy,  hit  it. 

Throughout  the  season  the  team  played  with  a  speed  which  baffled  nearly 
every  combination  that  was  met.  Using  the  long  passing  game  with  a  formidable 
defense,  the  team  was  seldom  outplayed.  Clean,  hard  playing  characterized  their 
work,  and  this  caused  every  opposing  team  that  was  met  to  feel  uneasy. 


The  annual  basketball  banquet  was  served  this  year  by  the  women  of  the 
Domestic  Science  Classes.  "Some  Cooks"  was  the  consensus  of  opinion  after 
the  wonderful  feed  had  been  served.  W^^trust  this  practice  will  continue  in  the 
future.

The  games  for  the  Inter-class  Basketball  Championship  started  immediately 
after  the  Christmas  Holidays.

Randolph  Owsley  and  Don  Hause  represented  Lake  Forest  at  the  I.  I.  A.  C. 
Meet  at  Peoria.  Randolph  established  a  new  record  when  he  put  the  sixteen 
pound  shot  40  feet,  ^  inch.    Don  placed  third  in  the  440  yard  run. 

The  men  who  were  out  regularly  for  practice  and  deserve  credit  for  the 
showing  Lake  Forest  made  last  season  are :  Randolph  Owsley,  Tom  Hale, 
Shreurs,  Dean  Barrick,  Fred  Sheehan,  Lloyd  Bechtel,  John  Dougherty,  Richard 
Abernathy,  Jack  Morley  and  Captain  Don  Hause. 

More  interest  has  been  shown  in  track  this  year  so  that  prospects  are  far 
brighter.  A  mile  relay  team  composed  of  Dale  Hause,  Raymond  Morrison,  Lee 
Jackson  and  Don  Hause  defeated  the  Great  Lakes  Team  this  year  in  March, 
but  lost  out  at  the  Illinois  Relay  Carnival.  Beddoes  replaced  Morrison  at 
Illinois. 

A  triangular  meet  with  Y.  M.  C.  A.  College  and  Northwestern  College  has 
been  scheduled  for  sometime  during  May,  and  one  with  Milwaukee  Normal  for 
a  few  weeks  later.     Our  chances  of  winning  the  latter  are  very  good.

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Women's  Athletic  Association  Organized 

A  Women's  Athletic  Association  separate  from  the  general  association  of 
the  college  was  started  in  January.  Four  girls  representing  each  class  and  Miss 
(roan  drew  up  a  constitution,  which  was  afterwards  adopted  by  the  whole  body 
of  women.  The  purpose  of  the  association  is  "to  work  in  co-operation  with 
the  physical  director  for  a  better  standard  of  athletics,  and  to  control  with  her 
the  management  of  matters  concerning  athletics  for  women,  except  such  as  may 
be  reserved  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Faculty."  It  expects  to  achieve  this  pur- 
pose by  developing  greater  interest ;  hence  certain  definite  athletic  events  are 
planned  together  with  a  system  of  honorary  letters  for  excellence  in  any  par- 
ticular activity. 

The  contests  are  on  an  individual  as  well  as  a  class  basis,  points  scored 
applying  to  each  record.

1.  A  field  day  competition  in  all  regular  outdoor  sports. 

2.  A  swimming  meet. 

3.  An  indoor  gymnastic  meet. 

The  Annual  ]\Iay  Fete  and  an  Inter-Class  Basketball  Tournament  will  occur 
as  other  events.  A  cup  will  be  awarded  to  the  winner  of  an  elimination  tennis 
tournament. 

It  is  planned  that  the  girls  receive  sweaters  with  L.  F.  letters  for  exceptional 
excellence,  the  activities  for  which  such  shall  be  given  to  be  designated  by  a 
small  letter.

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The  Garrick  Club,  which  celebrates  its  sixteenth  anniversary  this  year,  is 
the  oldest  student  organization  on  the  campus.  It  has  a  record  of  over  one  hun- 
dred one-act  plays  during  the  period  of  its  existence,  besides  a  goodly  number  of 
longer  plays  to  its  credit.  Already  this  year  it  has  given  three  performances, 
and  at  the  time  of  going  to  press  there  is  another  programme  in  rehearsal.  Of 
\/i  the  twelve  plays  thus  far  given,  five  have  been  the  work  of  members  of  the  club, 
either  as  adaptations  from  short  stories  or  as  original  work.  This  phase  of  the 
Garrick  Club  activity  has  found  a  ready  interest,  and  the  result  has  been  very 
gratifying.  The  preparation  of  the  plays  aside  from  the  directing  is  largely  in 
the  hands  of  committees  of  the  club,  the  organization  being  divided  into  groups 
for  this  purpose.  The  scenery  is  painted  and  to  a  limited  extent  built  by  a  group 
covering  this  work.  The  advertising  this  year  has  been  exceptionally  well  han- 
dled with  the  result  that  the  club  treasur}'  finds  itself  with  a  fair  sum  to  its 
credit. 

The  club  was  entirely  re-organized  this  year,  and  the  new  working  basis 
has, proved  an  unqualified  success.  As  a  permanent  record  of  the  organization, 
this  year's  activities  have  been  recorded  on  the  walls  of  the  theatre  auditorium 
in  the  form  of  pictures  of  casts,  framed  advertising  posters,  and  programmes. 
It  is  hoped  that  in  the  future  this  practice  will  continue  as  such  a  record  is  of 
perennial  interest  to  those  who  have  taken  part  in  theatrical  productions.

With  the  hearty  support  of  the  student  body, 
the  kind  co-operation  of  the  faculty,  and  with 
the  official  recognition  of  its  authority  by  all, 
it  has  become  established  as  a  necessary  insti- 
tution in  our  student  life.  During  the  past 
year  or  two,  its  authority  and  influence  have 
MAPLE.sDlA  extended  in  various  directions  and  activities; 

the  members  of  the  council  now  asserting  themselves  toward  a  more  harmonious 
and  united  student  body  through  the  instigation  and  control  of  new  activities  and 
by  always  working  for  a  bigger  and  better  Lake  Forest.

The  Students'  Self  Government 
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The  Students"  Self-Government  Association  for  the  women  has  been  in 
existence  for  seventeen  years.  During  that  time  its  work  has  been  to  originate 
and  perpetuate  college  customs  and  traditions  and  to  legislate  and  enforce  rules 
for  the  control  of  the  life  of  the  women. 

The  executive  power  of  the  Association  is  vested  in  a  House  President, 
elected  in  February  of  the  Junior  year  and  holding  office  for  one  year ;  and  in  a 
House  Committee  composed  of  eight  members,  two  chosen  from  each  class  in 
November  and  March.  The  House  President  meets  every  week  with  the  House 
Committee  to  discuss  any  situation  which  may  arise.  A  meeting  of  the  entire 
Association  is  held  once  a  month. 

The  Student  Organization  carries  on  all  of  its  work  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Dean  of  Women  and  the  President  of  the  College.  This  co-operation 
between  the  students  and  the  faculty  has  been  a  means  of  securing  good  feeling 
between  these  two  bodies.

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Lake  Forest  Booster  Association 

Realizing  that  the  best  way  to  attract  new  students  to  Lake  Forest  was 
through  the  students  who  are  enjoying  its  privileges,  President  Moore  has 
organized  among  the  students  what  has  been  termed  the  Lake  Forest  College 
Booster  Association.  At  the  head  of  this  group  is  William  G.  McColley,  a  senior. 
He  has  been  largely  responsible  for  some  very  practical  and  unusual  methods  in 
acquainting  the  immediate  vicinity  with  the  advantages  and  opportunities  of  Lake 
F'orest  College.  He  has  organized  the  student  body  into  groups  of  one  kind  or 
another,  making  each  group  responsible  for  a  certain  amount  of  specified  work  in 
connection  with  making  the  name  of  Lake  Forest  College  known  far  and  wide. 
His  first  move  was  to  send  out  a  circular  letter  to  all  the  high  school  seniors 
within  a  radius  of  fifty  miles  of  Lake  Forest.  This  letter  was  signed  by  his  own 
name  as  president  of  the  student  organization.  Following  this  letter  he  has  sent 
requests  to  the  principals  asking  for  an  opportunity  to  speak  to  the  juniors  and 
seniors  of  the  school.  Already  he  and  one  or  two  other  members  of  the  com- 
mittee have  spoken  to  several  assemblies.  In  addition  to  this  sort  of  visitation 
there  have  been  invitations  extended  to  the  high  school  principals  to  speak  at  our 
chapel  exercises.  As  a  further  part  of  the  plan  to  extend  Lake  Forest  interest 
into  the  neighboring  secondary  schools,  two  of  the  basket  ball  games  of  the  college 
varsity  team  have  been  played  on  high  school  floors.  In  February  our  boys  won 
a  hotly  contested  game  with  Beloit  College,  playing  the  game  before  a  large 
crowd  at  the  Waukegan  High  School. 

The  best  bit  of  work  connected  with  the  new  student  movement  was  carried 
out  Wednesday  evening,  March  i6,  when  two  hundred  and  fifty  juniors  and 
seniors  and  their  teachers  from  Waukegan  High  School  were  the  guests  of  the 
college.  At  six  thirty  they  were  all  seated  for  supper  at  the  College  Commons. 
An  address  of  welcome  was  given  them  by  Laurence  Maplesden,  president  of 
the  Student  Council.  A  program  of  music  by  the  College  Orchestra  and  the  Lois 
Hall  Glee  Club  added  to  the  hospitality  of  the  evening.  From  the  Commons 
the  entire  group  went  to  the  gymnasium,  where  the  championship  game  of  the 
inter-fraternity  series  was  played  between  the  Digamma  and  Kappa  Sigma  teams. 
Immediately  following  this  part  of  the  evening's  entertainment  a  play  was  given 
by  members  of  the  Garrick  Club  at  the  Durand  Art  Institute,  followed  by  general 
dancing.  The  visitors  were  given  an  opportunity  to  see  the  intimate  life  of  the 
college  students  before  supper  was  served,  as  they  were  the  guests  of  the  Lake 
Forest  men  and  women  in  the  dormitories.  The  evening  was  a  huge  success  and 
m.oved  along  in  good  style,  each  group  handling  its  special  part  of  the  program 
with  efficiency.  From  Waukegan  reports.  Lake  Forest  College  has  taken  on  a 
new  significance  in  the  plans  of  those  who  are  entering  college  next  year.  The 
students  of  the  Deerfield  Shields  high  school  will  be  our  guests  later  in  the  season. 


1920  Inter  scholastic 


The  sixteenth  annual  Interscholastic  was  held  last  spring  on  May  14th  and 
iSth.  Several  hundred  athletes  representing  the  best  high  schools  in  the  central 
west  were  entered. 


Oak  Park  won  with  a  total  of  303/2  points  by  amassing  points  in  the  last 
three  events  of  the  day.  The  meet  was  featured  by  the  making  of  three  new 
track  records.  Olson  of  LaGrange  ran  the  440  in  53  flat ;  Arndt  of  Milwaukee 
won  the  mile  in  4  :29,  and  Rattendorf  of  LaGrange  stepped  the  mile  in  2  :oo  2-5. 

Capt.  Dave  Kimball  of  Deerfield  and  Frank  Coffin  of  Oak  Park  tied  for 
individual  honors  with  15  points  each.  A  cup  was  awarded  each  man.  Deerfield 
won  the  relay  in  a  walk,  Kimball  having  a  lead  of  five  yards  to  start  the  last 
lap.    The  relay  points  did  not  count  in  the  total.
